000 to escape from Dunkirk. : 

If the German air force was as 
strong os it claimed to be, Mr Ken- 
nedy thought it ‘should have had ao 
perfect chance to annihilate the 
British force.

She 
wus then ¢scorted up the China 
const to Swabue, where some of the 
Chinese members of the crew were 
put ashore jn a sampuan. 

Members of the crew state that 
the Norweglan master Is still on 
board and that the ship has been 
taken to Formosa, 

The registercd owners of the ship, 
Messrs Wallem & Co., sald yesterday 
that they had no information re- 
garding the whereabouts of the ship 
and -her disappearance was a my- 
stery to them. They said the 
Paniuma Consul in Hongkong was 
making protests to the Japanese. 
‘The Marion was , chartered by 
Hongkong interests, 

Another Hongkong ship the Portu- 
guese freighter Anjou, 599 tons, has 
ulso been detained and probably 
seized by the Japanese, shipping 
circles reveuled yestertlay.

APPEAL DISMISSED BY COURT 


“The deplorable dispute which must have done incalculable. harm : to the 
college” to use the words of Mr Justice E. H. Williams, came to an end in the Full 
Court of Appeal this morning ‘when judgment was delivered on the Munsang College ' 


trustees litigation. 


The appeal was brought by Mesars Rufus Huang, Headmaster, Wong Sun-yin and Lee 
Stong-to and was against an order made in Chambers by the Chicf Justice that Mr Huang cease 


to be a trustee of the College. 
and Mok Hing-shung, the other 


Myr Eldon Potter, K.c., ap- 
peared for appellants on the ins- 
tructions of Mr B.S. C. Brooks, 
of Hastings arid Co, The Hon, 
Mr Leo D’Almada Jnr, instruct- 
ed by Mr M. H. Turner, of 
Deacons, represented respon- 
dents, 

The Court this morning dismissed 
the appeal with costs, Mr Justice J. 


A, Fraser concurring in the judgment 
of Mr Justice Willams, President of 


the Court. . 
In his Judgment, the President 


‘went exhaustively through the his- |: 


' tory of the case which has been pre- 
viously reported in these columns. 
After giving the preliminary facts 
‘ he continued: 


Task of The Court. 


This court must now decide whe- 
ther the order removing Mr Huang 
should be reversed and whether Dr 
Ts'o and Mr Lam should: be removed 
from the Councll. To restore Mr 


Huang and not remove the other two' 


would Jeave an Smpossible situation 
becnuse they clearly cannot now get 
on together, 

On the question of the removal of 
trustees by the court, obviously a 
very delicate matter, little ‘help can 
authoritics. 
The primary. ‘duly of the court is 
.to see that the trusts art properly 
carried out and‘ if the continuance 
of a trustee prevents the trust belng 
carried out it will remove that trus- 
tee. In addition to this primary duty 
there fs the secondary duty of re 
moving a trustee for acts or omis- 
sions which endanger the trust pro- 


trustees of the College. — 


perty (Lettersted v. Braers 9 AC. 
(1884) 371 at 386). 

The decision must be based on the 
impression gained {rém the whole 
course of events and not on tsolated 
Incldents. It is clear that for o 
period of about a yeur from May, 
1939, Dr Ts'o with the full support 
of the Council, was pressing Mr 
Huang to-hand over full financial 
responsibility ‘to Mr Lam and to 
inform the Council of the School's 
financial commitments. No member 
had expressed any doubt or difficulty 
as to what was required from Mr 
Huang. 

Duty of Mr Huang 


“ It was the duty of Mr Huong as 
the one member of the Counc! who 
Isnow the financial situatlon, to keep 
tthe Councll fully enlightened not 
only about past transactions but also 
about current ones. 

Mr Huang received’ the directlons 
at the May meeting but he admits 
that until September he remained 
practically {n full control ‘of accounts 
only parting with:small sums to tho 
bursar to meet petty cash accounts, 
By the end of July Mr Lam was 
unablo to make his financial report 
and he resigned. 

Counsel for appellants claims that 
Mr Huang’s letter of July 31 has 
never been answered’ but I am of 
opinion ‘that it has, by the definite 
instructlona ‘given to Mr Huang at 
the mecting on August 3. He was 
then informed that all money he -re- 
celved for the school, should be paid 
into the school nccount and all pay- 
ments out should come from that 
nccount. Any loan therefore raised 
by him should have been so paid 
-but on August 11 a part payment of 


The respondents were Dr S, W. Ts’o.and Messrs Lam Tze-fung: 


$5, 600 was made by Mr Huang to 
the contractor from a lonn he had 
raised, 

Source of Loan 

The,, source’‘of that lonn is not 
apparent but his treatment of it was 
directly contrary to Council's in- 
structions, The excuse given: by Mr 
Muang for not obeying the instruc- 
tions is that Mr Lam had not put 
up his loan, and the Macao loan had 
been stopped and he had to pay the 
contractor, At that time, however, 
there was no refusal of the Council 
to pay the contractor; the Councll 
had never been asked to make this 
payment. 

On August 19 Dr Ts’o, on learning 
thnt Mr Huang had mode the direct 
payment, wrote telling him of Coun- 
cil’s instructions that any loan raised 
must be pald to the school account 
and that Mi Lam would pay the 
contractor therefrom. 

There js no reply from: Mr Huang 
but Instead another five payments 
are made to the contractor in Sep- 
tember and October, only one of 
which came out of the school iic- 
counts. The orlgin-of the whole 
trouble was that Mr Huang did not 
carry out Council's instructions and 
this in turn Ied to the stoppage of 
the loans and hence ‘the impasse. 

Action Requiring Comment 


The use by Mr Huong of the $500 
school fees to pay the contractor 
required comment, .On November 6 
Mr Huang was criticised by Dr Ts'o 
for using: school fees to pay the 
contractor; that payment had been 
made with the approval of Mr Lam. 
Thereafter, however, “Mr Huang |‘ 
should have followed the Council's 
Instructlons about ihe use of school 


fees. The contractor's main bills had 
already been paid at this timo, pay- 
ments being about $25,000. It fs not 
clear when tho sum of $500 school 
fees wos paid to: the contractor. 
Possibly It was part of the payment 
made on November 2 ond if so there 
wag the direct disobedience of the 
instructions, When February came 
and this sum put up by | students 
for the specifle purpose of matricula- 
tlon fees was not available for that 
purpose, Dr Ts'o was quite rightly 
very indignant: 

The taking of tho $7,000 school 
fees from Mrs Shea Is a inatter for 
censure. Part of [t was paid by Mr 
Huang to reduce the overdraft with 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Benk 
which pressed him to do so, He 
knew, however, at U:is time that the 
Council had recentiy promised. the 


Bank that the bullding grant would] 4, 


be earmarked to pay the overdraft. 
liv should have passed on this letter 
to the Council as he had passed on 
athe earlier Jetter of the Bank, but 
instead, an his awn responsibility, 
he took these fees ond pald to the 
Eank. . 
Indicative of Attitude 

These and later incidents are in- 
czeative of his attitude’ towards the 
Council which, by his own statement, 
he regarded as an-advisory body. 
His desire was to control the finances 
and policy of-the .school and the 
Council was right in opposing his 
wish, 
Nothing can justify his conduct In 
applying to the Director of Education 
for a new primary school grant at 
this time when he had ceased to be 
a member of Council and when the 
Councll was merely-considering the 
matter, without having reached a 
definite decision. His conduct also tn 
addressing the Dircctor of Education 
as principal of the.school after his 
dismissal is inexcusable. 

In my opinton his behaviour 
throughout and particularly in the 
carly stages of the dispute, if not 
jeopardising the school, - certainsy 
satisfles me that his- continuance as a

trustee would spark the trust being 

properly carricd out and I therefore 

ogree with the decision. reached on 

that point b the learned trial judge. 
'3’o Criticised 

The retsons advanced by appel- 
lants and their Counsel for the re- 
moval of Dr Ts’o are that he twice 
stopped the Macao Ioan without con- 
sulting the School Council and ‘also 
the building and school grant; that he 
is obstructive and ‘domineering. |. 
There is undoubtedly good grounds 
for ‘criticism of Dr Ts’o. There was 
no renson why he did not accept tho 
loans and building and school grants, 
and pit them Into a separate account, 
even If dissatisfied with Mr Tuang’s 
handling of ‘accounts. With a little 
tnet and goodwill ho might have 
smoothed over the trouble In Janu- 
ary, at the tlme when he was satis 
Mr Huang was becoming amen- 
able to Council’s instructions, 

The dismissal of’ Mr Huang from 
the headmastership by the Councll fs 
not ail to his credit. 

I cannot, however, find that he 
was domincering or obstructive. As 
Chairman he naturally took, a leading 
part in the Couneil’s discussions but 
no dissenting volce was ralsed, until 
March, 1940, apart from that of Mr 
Huang. The reasons for stopping]: 
loans were that Mr 
Huong had not handed over, the 
necounts; the stoppage was a 
consequence of Mr Huang’s conduct. 
To some extent I agree that the 
school was placed in no position of 
Jeopardy reason of the non-nc- 
ceptance Ay the loans, but I have 
found the initial trouble lay in Mr 
Huang’s behaviour, I therefore hold 
that Dr Ts’o should not be- removed. 

Case Against Mr Lam 

The reasons advanced for Mr 
Lum’s removal are iess convincing 
than those advanced in the case of 
Dr Ts'o, Mr Lam fs blamed because 
he did not sign the contract when so 
authorised by ‘Council; because he 
did not put up his loan at the begin- 
ning and because his conduct shows 
hhn to be under Dr T'ss’o’s direction 
and unsuitable as treasurer, 

I agree that some criticisms cnn 
rightly be directed af Mr Lam, His 
explanation why he did not sign the 
contract along with Mr Huang fs not 
convincing. He might have put up

On the other hand he shewed him-| 


self, right from the start of events, 
determined to gct at the bottom of 
the school's finances and to straighten 
them out.

As 
treasurer and therefore directly res- 
ponsible’ for finance, he did not get 
the assistance which he should have 
got from Mr Huang. I do not con~ 
sider that'’he should be removed. 

I therefore hold that this appeal 
must be dismissed with costs,
